Fire on Stare Dasters- 
Axce Or tae Nar— Hz Goern v 
Ada. — About three o'clock yesterday, 
morning a fire broke out in the rear part of the 
two story wooden tencment No. 27 4 State street, 
near Van Buren. It was first discovered by 
persons passing in the street, and an alarm was 
instantly given. The flames apread rapidly, 
sending up a brilliant light, but the bellman on 
the Court Honse having in bis nap just turned 
over with bis face to the uorth, it was some lit- 
tle time before the hubbub below reached his 
drowsy ears. Full ten or fifteen minutes 
elapsed before he struck the bell, and then 
searce a score of :trokes, turning in to finish 
his nap. 

The Fire Department were on the ground as 
early as was consistent with the valuable ser- 
vices of the individual aforesaid. In the mean- 
time the flames had extended to the premises 
adjoining, No. 276 next south, being a three 
story frame structure, occupied on the lower 
floor as a store, and also to the end of the frame 
three story block next north, and were well at 
work before a pint of water was thrown. Had 
a high wind prevailed at the time, much dam- 
age must have been done in a wide spread con- 
flagration. Indeed, at one time the large three 
sto y wooden building known as the Eastern 
Hotel, on the corner of Van Buren street, was 
ia much peril. 

The Department under Chief Engineer Hi r- 
ris worked nobly and got the fire under in an 
incredibly short space of time. The upper 
parts of Nos. 274, 2744 and 276 were burued, 
and the roof of the block next considera- 
ily damaged. The Eastern Hotel was only 
scorched, 

No. 268 to 272, a block of four houses, owned 

by G. W. Snow, slightly damaged by fire, is 
fully covered by insurance in the tna and 
Norwich Companies. In No. 272, Mrs. Delano 
kepta shirt depot down stairs. Her stock and 
furniture was got out, but damaged by water, 
about 6100, on which there was no insurance. 
George Day and family occupied one of the up- 
per stories. Furniture all saved, but slightly 
damaged by water. No. 274, where the fire 
broke out, was oecupied below as a fruit and ci- 
gar store by Elias Loebee, whose stock was 
mostly got out, but damaged by, water about 
$100, on which there was no Insurance. The 
upper floor, as stated, was untenanted ; 2744 was 
unoccupied and injured to about the same ex- 
tent. The building belonged to H. B. Stevens, 
and is insured in the Farmers’ Union for $1,300. 
No. 275 was occupied beiow as a dry goods store 
by T. Parsons & Co. The upper apartment was 
rented by F. Harrington, stage manager of Me- 
Vicker’s Theatre, asaresidence. The furniture 
was all saved, bat Mr. H. loses a valuable theat- 
rical library worth $200, and other articles, on 
which there was no insurance. 
To return to the ease of that Court House 
bellman, that individual would be invaluable to 
some Anodyne Cordial man to show off his nos- 
trum.

As it was, 
she is left very weak by tue loss sustained. In 
all similar cases, in the absence of a doctor, the 
blood can be ebecked by pledgets of lint forced 
into the cavity—a fact worth remembering. 


Tur xew Goverxwent Harnor Lionr.— The 
new Government light now’nightly on duty at 
the mouth of our river, has often been referred 
to by us in the course of its constraction.

' Shau-bee-nay, was by birth an Ojibway, but 
marrying among the Pottawattomie, according 
to Indian custom he identified himself with bis 
wife’s people. lu recognition of his services 
and position, he has received from the Federal 


% Govervment since the year 1629, the an- 


nuity of two hundred dollars, and some years 
since be purchased twenty acres of land, about 
tive miles south-east of Morris, as above, where 
he resided until his death. He was a man of 
intelligence and sagacity, and a warm friend of 
some of the earlier settlers, His intimacy wi 
them, and the esteem in which he was Held by 
some of our older residents—J. H. Kinzie, Esq , 
Gurdon S. Hubbard and others—bas resulted in 
not unſrequent visits to this city by the old 
chieftain during years past. Many of our 
city readers will remember to have gazed upon 
the stalwart form of the old man as he stréde 
through our streets, his face beaming and aglow 
with the curious interest with which he looked 
upon our bustling city life. He was above the 
viees which Lave, too generally, put the finish- 
ing touch to the ruin of his race. He was not 
intemperate, and there was a dignity and gravity 
about him which seemed to sever him widely 
from the poor, degraded remnants ef the In- 
dian tribes of this section, not unfrequently 
seen in our city, selling their simple wares. 

The intelligence of his decease in the vicinity 
where he resided, was received with regret. On 
Tuesday last the bells of Morris were tolled 
as a mark of respect, and at the last obsequies 
of the departed Chief, thus gathered to his peo- 
ple, a large concourse of citizens were present, 
and among them the Fire Department of Morris 
iu fall dress. 

When we consider the close of a life like that 
of this old warrior, and reflect how interesting 
the period of the past that life covers, we are 
reminaéd how poor and meagre are the shreds 
and patches that we call history, compared to 
that locked up and lest forever—unwritten re- 
cords. Could a biographer put on paper the 
life of Shau-bee-nay, how rich and valuable 
were the annals of life in the Northwest, from 
the period of his early youth down along the. 
eventful years that saw a nation pass away, 
their simpler and ruder life replaced in the 
marvellous growth of the cities and common. 
wealths of this region.
